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DETAILED ACTION 



Applicant's amendment filed on April 19, 2006 has been received. 

In view of the amendment where the applicant added limitations for R3 in claim 
18, the rejection of claims 18-21 under 35 USC § 1 12 in the last office action is hereby 
withdrawn. 

In view of the limitations added for R3 in claim 18, and the limitations added such 
that A2 group is only aromatic amino acid in claim 23, the rejection of claim 18, 19, 20 
and 23 under 35 USC § 102(b) in the last office action is hereby withdrawn. 

Applicant's arguments that the '934 patent (US Patent 5,846.934, already of 
record) does not disclose a linear octapeptide are found persuasive. Therefore the 
rejection of claim 18, 19, 20, 23 and 32-43 under 35 USC § 102(e) in the last office 
action is hereby withdrawn. 

In view of the amendment made to the two independent claims 18 and 23, the 
rejections of claim 18, 19, 23, 24, 25, 36 and 42 under 35 USC § 103(a) in the last office 
action are hereby withdrawn. 

Claims 1-17 are cancelled. 

Claims 18-43 and the newly added claim 44 are presented for examination. 
Upon further consideration of the claims and in view of applicant's amendment, a 
restriction requirement as follows is necessary. 
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Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

(A) a compound as defined in claim 18; the applicant is required to specify one 
single compound of this formula. 

(B) a compound as defined in claim 23; the applicant is required to specify one 
single compound of this formula. 

The species are independent or distinct because they are different compounds 
with different definitions for the amino acids in the formula. Different compounds have 
different structures, binding activities and biological effects. 

In addition, further species election is required for the type of effects for the 
method of treatment because different effects have different causative factors and 
different mechanisms of action and thus the method of the treatment would be different. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, all claims are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 
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Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. 
MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or Invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
